Ontario Agricultural Report on Com 
° dition of Crops. 

The following is a summary of re 
ports made by Agricultural Repre- 
septatives to the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture:— 

Farmers in the County of Victoria 
deciare that spring grains have been, 
the best crops for ten years, and the! 
Seneral experience in the province is 
much akin to that statement. 

Most of the grain flelds have been 
harvested, although for the last few. 
days this work has been held up by 
rains, whieh, however, were very, 
welcome to late potato, root 
some cornfield: 
picking up after being tried by the 
drouth of the preceding three or four 
weeks, 

Threshing ts well advanced, ahd 1s 
showing excellent results. More than 
usual of this work has been done in 
the flelds owing to favorable weather 
and to save labor. 

Corn generally is advancing, de- 
spite the drouth, A month of warm 
weather—sometimes very hot—f 
ored it on the whole, Some eal 
Varieties in Essex are already in the 
shock. Despite the cool June weather 
most felds of ensilage corn are in 
height of stalk fully two weeks ahead 
of last year,
